THE OIUOIN OF NEWSl'Al'EUS. 


Who thought of the newspaper llrsl? H 


scorns to have had its birth iu tlmt Inmlof 
vivid gesture anil grave gossip, Italy, ami 
the llrst.papcr o[ which wo have nny record 
w«s a iuonthly,publishcd in Venice by ordor 
of tbo government, in manuscript, tu print- 
ing had not then Ixou invented. It was 
called a Ciamtta, which word is n derivative 
of Gaxzera,tho name of A inagpio or chatter- 
er. In the Magtinbccbia Library, nt I'lor- 
enco, are now to bo Been thirty volumes of 
Venetian gazette.?, in manuscript, the last 
of which is dated iu the sixteenth oontury. 
The Venetian conservatives clung to their 
djript after printing was nn accomplished 
fact. 


The epoch of the Bpauish nrmadn,iu Eng- 


land, was the epoch of the first English 
newspaper. In tuo IJritish Museum are 
preserved Bovernl newspapers which wore 
printed in 1688, while the Spanish fleet Iny 
is the liritish channel. The earliest of 
these is entitled The 
English llorcurio, 


which hy 
authority "was imprinted nt 


London by her highness't* printed, ir.SK." 
So to the sagacious forethought of the great 
Queen liess, and the wise policy of tho 
great minister Biirleijh, tho English speak- 
ing peoples of the world nro indebted Jfor 
the model of our present necessity, tho 
newspaper. Deprive us—yo sweet cherubs 
who sit up aloft, ye weird sisters three who 
presides over our fates—deprive us of our 
boots, our breakfasts, our funds in banks, 
but take not from us our morning papers. 
In this early journal arc the news of tho 
day, and a well-written article, designed to 
urouso and stiffen timid loyalty, tolls of tho 
discovery of a Spanish plot to murder the 
queen. There is a heroic poem, too, called 
''•Elizabeths Triumphans," hy one James 
Asker, a critical article on an unfortunate 
author, entitled "1'ather Parson's Coat Well 
Busted," and various witty sayings, all 
printed in Koiuau letter. 


To a physician of Paris, Kouaudot,belongs 


the credit of having tirst collected in fugi- 
live sheets the news of various countries. 
This first venture was a weekly, issued iu 
healthy seasons, when patents were fe\v, 
»id tho doctor at leiumra. 
He obtained a 


license to do this in 1032. 


The tirst daily paper, after the accesiou of 


William and Mary, set its sails to cuteh the 
wind of popular lavor by pulling on ils li- 
tlo page Tho Orange Intelligencer, Yellow, 
dusty, insignificant in comparison without 
splendid new sheets of today, we still cau- 
nol help regarding with d certain reverence 
theaa pioneers of liberty and intolligonce,th8 
first newspapers.— [1'hila. Aui. Journalist; 


Sir Fletcher Norton was noted for his 


want of courtesy. 
When pleading before 


Lord Blansfield, on some question of man- 
orial right, he chanced, unfortunately, to 
say, "Hy Lord, I can illustrate the pointiu 
an instance in my own person; I, myself, 
have two little mnnors."
